W ashington— G erm an prisoner? of war 
get such excellent treatm ent in American 
hands that tile Russian governm ent 
has 
now actually asked that its civilians inside 
G erm an y bo treated as prisoners after they 
are liberated by the Al­ 
lies. 
There are about 4,000,- 
000 Soviet civilians held 
as forced laborers inside 
G erm any, and their status 
has been the subject ol a 
dgtiificant controversy. 
When U. S. and British 
armies first bogan liberat­ 
ing 
these 
work-slaves 
they w ere held as prison­ 
ers of w ar, but soon a de­ 
luge of com plaints came 
from Red arm y officers that the Russian 
civilians wore boing insulted. 
W hereupon, the Allies segregated Rus­ 
sian work battalions and put them 
into 
refugee camps w here they w’ere given ra ­ 
tions sim ilar to that of the civilian popu­ 
lation. 
However, civilian rations are so meager 
iii France and Belgium that the Russians 
h ave now reversed themselves and want 
all Russians captured or liberated by the 
j Allies to be treated as prisoners of war. 
; This m eans that they will get the same 
I food as G erm an prisoners who 
get 
the 
sam e ration as the American or British 
armies. 
T he whole question of handling 
dis­ 
placed people, including 
slave 
laborers, 
refugees, and w a r prisoners, is one of the 
m a jo r Allied headaches.

Junkets 
To Capitol 
To 
Seek Favor Being 
Discouraged 


General Frank T. Hines, head of 
the U. S. Veterans Administration, 
has made clear that selection of a 
site for the 250-bed veterans’ hos­ 
pital for the upper peninsula will 
be determined by the site selection 
board of the 
administration 
in 
Washington without regard to po­ 
litical consideration. 
The position of General Hines 
was outlined in a statem ent issued 
by Rep. Fred Bradley, lith dis­ 
trict congressman, in response to 
numerous 
inquiries from several 
cities in the peninsula that have 
applied tor location of 
the 
new 
hospital. 
Bradley said that the inquiries 
followed a visit to the peninsula 
by Col. Philip C. Pack, of Lansing, 
director of the state office of vet­ 
erans’ affairs, and M ajor A. D. Al- 
guire, service liaison officer of the 
OVA, in which several of the pro­ 
posed sites were surveyed. 
The result of this tour, Bradley 
said, was that his office was delug­ 
ed with letters and calls and many 
of the interested communities pre­ 
pared to send delegates to Wash­ 
ington immediately 
to 
promote 
their individual proposals. 
‘‘After repeated discussions with 
General Hines and his associates,” 
(Bradley said, 
“I have sought in 
! each instance to discourage aele-
